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Continuation of 3. NOTE: It is noted that Applicants have filed a terminal disclaimer with the intent of overcoming the obvious-type double 
patenting rejection of claims 1-60. However, the terminal disclaimer was not approved for the reasons set forth in a separate office 
communication which was mailed 3/9/201 0. Since the terminal disclaimer was not approved, the obvious-type double patenting rejection is 
not withdrawn. Furthermore, the proposed amendment filed 2/26/2010 would add new claims 61 and 62, which depend on claims 1 and 41, 
respectively. Applicants are respectfully reminded that MPEP 714.13 states that Applicants cannot, as a matter of right, amend any finally 
rejected claims, except when an amendment merely cancels claims, adopts examiner suggestions, removes issues for appeal, or in some 
way requires only cursory review by the examiner. While, by entry, Applicants' proposed amendment might overcome the rejections under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, and 35 U.S.C. 101 (i.e., the rejection of claims 43, 44, 59,60), said proposed amendment might require 
new claims 61 and 62 to be subject to rejection under obvious-type double patenting.
